Goldwater, R-Ariz., is usually 
one of the first on his feet to 
oppose

ago, lie helped the French obtain 
a highly classified, American-

component

engine. 
The senator was won ov er by 
French officials who courted 
him assiduously at the Paris air 
show in May 1973. He responded 
by cabling the White House from 
Paris, urging that the sensitiv e 
component be shared with the 
French. 
The story is told in State 
Department cables, which we 
hav e now obtained. What the 
French wanted was a “ core 
element” that General Electric 
had dev eloped for jet engines. 
The project had been financed 
from Pentaon funds tor the B-l 
bomber. 


The French, seeking to rev iv e 
the European aircraft industry , 
wanted to join forces with GE to 
adapt the new engine to com­ 
mercial use. How ev er, the White 
House rejected GE’s application 
for an ex port license on sev eral 
grounds. Most importantly , the

An official named 
Henri Ziegler, according to the

flight in A-300 airbus.” 
The president of a French 
aircraft company was “ host at 
stag luncheon in Senator’s honor 
on June L” The same day , the

It is not surprising to find that the extreme left wing 
elements in the United States, not at all satisfied with the 
Kissinger'State 
Department 
policy 
of 
piecemeal 
surrender, should now be urging wholesale surrender to 
the Communists in Indochina. 
Anthony Lake, a writer of or the Washington Post, urges 
an “ immediate, peaceful turning over of power” in 
Cambodia. “ We are not, after all,” he avers, “ really 
facing the 'loss' of Cambodia.

Goldwater Helped F rench Get 
A Secret U.S. Jet Component 
WASHINGTON - Sen. Larry 
Goldwater, R-Ariz., is usually 
one of the first on his feet to 
oppose 
giving 
aw ay 
U .S. 
m ilitary secrets. Yet two years 
ago. he helped the French obtain 
a highly classified. American- 
made 
component 
for 
a 
jet 
engine. 


The senator w as won over by 
F'rench officials who courted 
him assiduously at the Paris air 
show in May 1973. He responded 
by cabling the White House from 
Paris, urging tliat the sensitive 
component be shared with the 
French. 
The story is told in State 
Department cables, which we 
have now obtained 
What the 
F'rench wanted was a “core 
elem ent” that General Electric 
had developed for jet engines. 
The project had been financed 
from Pentaon funds lor the B-l 
bomber. 


The French, seeking to revive 
the European aircraft industry, 
wanted to join forces with GF^ to 
adapt the new engine to com ­ 
mercial use However, the White 
House rejected G E ’s application 
for an export license on several 
grounds Most importantly, the 
engine was decared to be of 
strategic 
importance 
to 
the 
United States 
Still the F'rench persisted. The 
late President Pompidou took 
the matter up personally with 
President Nixon in the summ er 
of 
1972, 
competent 
sources 
report 
The 
follow ing 
year, 
the 
French worked on Goldwater 
when he showed up at the Paris 
air show 
An official named 
Henri Ziegler, according to the 
S tate 
D epartm ent 
ca lb e s, 
“welcomed Senator Goldwater 
to the air show” and “arranged 
llight in A-300 airbus.” 
The president of a F'rench 
aircraft company was “ host at 
stag luncheon in Senator's honor 
on June 1.” The sam e day, the 


secretary-genera I 
of 
the 
air 
show, Jacques Maillet, "called 
on Senator. 
. at em bassy.” The 
next day. Ziegler took over again 
as Goldwater’s “official host at 
luncheon.” 
But the crowning touch cam e 
when the F'rench 
Air Force 
chief, 
Gen. 
Claude Grigault, 
arranged for Goldwater to pilot 
a Mirage-3 jet fighter. 


This is the senator's favorite 
sport 
He prides him self on 
having flown every plane made 
in the United States. “ W henever 
there’s a new plane around.” he 
told us, "I want to fly it.” 
According to the cables, a Bell 
helicopter whisked Goldwater to 
Bretigny where, with a copilot

Goldwater “This will be most 
advantageous to our aircraft 
industry but, more importantly, 
advantageous to the relations 
between F'rance and the U.S It 
will have absolutely no harm on 
our engine industry. In fact, in 
my opinion, it will help it, and it 
eeds help P lease follow through 
im m ediately.” 
F'lamgan’s reply was on the 
wires that evening: “ I agree 
with your telegram 
. , and 
appreciate your interest in this 
matter. This issue is well in 
hand ” 
A few days later, the White 
House ban on the GE export 
license was lifted How much the 
Goldwater cable influenced the 
decision can only be speculated,

President F'ord has 
called for a $300 million step-up 
in arms aid in addlition to $700

States will not stand idly by and 
see South Vietnam go under. 
The antiwar demonstrators

back 
in 
the streets of 
Washington and the voice of the 
extrem ist is once again heard in 
the land.

Quite clearly, the American 
people are not buying either 
viewpoint. They know who was 
and is the instigator of war in 
Vietnam, but they also know in

Vietnam 
cannot defend itself after all that 
America had done for it. then it 
never will be able to. 
The popular mood is reflected 
in Congress, where it is not just 
the traditional doves who oppose

The Ho Chi Minh Trail, safe 
from American bombers, is now 
a four-lane highway down which 
flows the wherewithal of war in 
unceasing stream 
We have heard it all before: 
Just a few more planes, tanks, 
guns. Just a little more el fort. 
The light at the end of the tunnel. 
And again f rom the other side: 
The Thieu regim e is corrupt, 
dictatorial, not worthy ol being 
saved. It is Saigon that violated 
the jjeace agreem ent. 
Yet the refugess continue to 
flee-southward, not norhward. 
It is temptingto believe that 
just a lew' more billions, one ore 
show of American resolve, will 
salvage som ething from this 
endless and unspeakably tragic 
conflict. Can w e stand aside and 
watch what little chance for 
freedom exists in Indochina be 
overwhlmed 
by 
communism 
when mere money could prevent 
it? 
But we have lx*en lied to so 
much before. We have seen the 
‘‘liest and brightest” men in our 
gorernment adopt the tactics of 
die enem y, we have seen our 
voung men debased, the nation’s 
honor stained at places like My 
Lai. 
We should 
never 
have 
gotten involved in that vicious 
war Let us at long last be done 
with it entirely. 
Yet. we are nearing the end 
of som e kind of tunnel. But there 
is no light Ony darkness.

“ He’s an amateur crank.” It 
was Paul Samuelson talking, 
professor of economics at the 
Massachusetts 
Institute 
of 
Technology and winner of the 
Nobel Prize. He was talking to 
Mike Wallace on “ 60 Minutes’’ 
about a self-taught San Fran­ 
cisco economist who wants to 
make every American worker a 
capitalist: Louis Kelso. 
Kelso had been swimming 
upstream in the rarefied world 
of economics for 
nearly 20 
years, until the last two years or 
so when some journalists and 
politicians began to listen and 
found he had something to say. 
According 
to 
Kelso, 
“ America’s official policy is to 
have 
a 
‘full 
employment’ 
economy. 
“ This 
is 
irrational 
when 
technology and automation are 
destroying jobs faster than new 
ones can be created. What we 
need to do is develop a way for 
the workers to own ‘a share of 
the action’ - a share of the 
machines that actually produce 
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the wealth.’’ 
He points out that only about 6 
per cent of the U.S. population 
derives a significant portion of 
its income from pacital. The rest 
of the people must rely entirely 
on wages, salaries and com­ 
missions. No job, no money. 
What if most of the workers 
also owned some of the capital 
and began to derive a healthy 
portion of their income from this 
source, he asks. 
In time, he 
says, the boom-and-bust cycle, 
wild stock speculation and the 
wage-and-price 
spiral 
of 
in­ 
flation would be a thing of the 
past. 
Kelso 
points 
out 
that 
American industry has a steady 
need for fresh capital to update 
and expand itself. If, instead of 
turning to traditional sources for 
this capital, a company created 
instead 
an 
Employe 
Stock 


Ownership Plan for its workers, 
that “ ESO P” could go to a bank, 
borrow the money to buy the 
new stock of the company, and 
pay it back out of dividends from 
the stock. After all, he says, 
industry now pays off its capital 
borrowings out of profits. 
As soon as the loan was paid 
(typically in three to five years), 
the workers could begin to get 
their own dividends. And, it 
wouldn’t cost them a cent out-of- 
pocket to become shareholders. 
Nor would it require present 
shareholders to give up any 
ownership. No “ redistribution” 
scheme. All the while, industry 
would have its fresh capital at a 
cost less than it now' pays. 
That’s Kelso’s plan in brief. 
There’s more to it, of course. 
Sen. 
Russell 
Long, 
D-La., 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee, 
is 
seriously 
in­ 
terested in Kelso’s visionary 
solutions 
to 
some 
of our 
economic problems, and the 
energetic Kelso (who has put a 
version of his plan to work in 
several score private firms) is 
beginning to get a full hearing 
for his ideas in Washington. 
Those ideas may not be perfect, 
but they offer some real hope 
that the fraternity of ruling 
economists 
- 
captives 
of 
Keynesian orthodoxy who have 
held sway for four decades -- 
may be near the end of the road. 
Kelso's challenges to debate 
Samuelson (or any other or­ 
thodox economist) have gone 
unchallenged. 
But no wonder Mr. Samuelson 
was so tight-lipped when he 
dismissed Kelso out-of-hand on 
the television program.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I ’m 
writing about my husband 
because he had the gout a few 
years ago and now he's been 
having it quite often and he’s 
taking pills for it.

Alcohol in repeated quantities 
or in sudden drinking bouts, like 
a party, can cause a sudden at­ 
tack of painful gout. Anyone 
with gout should certainly 
restrict their drinking to a very 
moderate amount. 
The most important aspect of 
the diet is not to eat too much. 
Food binges can cause a sudden 
attack. In general it is better 
for the gouty person to 
elim inate excess weight 
gradually and keep it off. The 
diet should be structured to 
help prevent fatty-cholesterol 
diet with a lim itation on 
calories to correct or prevent 
obesity. 
The most frequent serious 
complication of gout today is 
disease of the arteries leading 
commonly to heart attacks.

D EA R R E A D E R — You may 
be sure it is not doing him any 
good. With a better apprecia­ 
tion of gout and the develop­ 
ment of new medicines, diet is 
not as important as it once was, 
but it is still an important con­ 
sideration. 
Alcohol in repeated quantities 
or in sudden drinking bouts, like 
a party, can cause a sudden at­ 
tack of painful gout. Anyone 
with gout should certainly 
restrict their drinking to a very 
moderate amount. 
The most important aspect of 
the diet is not to eat too much. 
Food binges can cause a sudden 
attack. In general it is better 
for the gouty person to 
e lim in a te 
excess 
w eight 
gradually and keep it off. The 
diet should be structured to 
help prevent fatty-cholesterol 
diet with a lim ita tio n on 
calories to correct or prevent 
obesity. 
The most frequent serious 
complication of gout today is 
disease of the arteries leading 
commonly to heart attacks. 
You can't afford to ignore this. 
I must caution against any 
crash diet or sudden loss of 
weight. I have seen more than 
one patient with a red. hot and 
swollen toe from a gout attack 
caused by overzealous dieting. 
This can occur even in people 
who are not re a lly gouty 
patients. 
Finally, anyone who has gout 
should be followed regularly by 
his physician Your doctor can 
provide medicine that will pret­ 
ty well eliminate gouty attacks 
and prevent most of the com­ 


plications of gout. But the 
patient has to cooperate. That 
means in the diet, exercise and 
living habits area as well as 
taking the medicine and having 
regular checkups. 
D EA R DR. LA M B - I read 
your 
column 
saying one 
shouldn’t eat raw meat. I'm a 
m e a t 
c u t t e r 
and 
I 
got 
brucellosis at my place of 
employment. While all meat is 
supposed to be government in­ 
spected. I got this disease while 
handling and preparing the 
meat for sale. I think it would 
be much more dangerous to 
consume this meat. 
I 
had 
a 
105-degree 
temperature with the attack. 
After the antibodies began to 
build up the doctors could 
diagnose my condition. It took 
three weeks. 
I felt obliged to write to you 
to warn people of the dangers of 
eating any kind of raw meat, in­ 
cluding beef. It took me a year 
to recuperate. It’s a miracle 
I'm alive today. 
D EA R R E A D E R - Handling 
raw meat is a common way to 
spread the brucellosis germ 
that causes the fever and illness 
you had. 
Of course, the meat has to be 
infected to begin with, and 
about five per cent of cattle in 
the United States still have 
brucellosis. 
Butchers and 
slaughterhouse workers are ex­ 
posed to this problem and are 
the group in the population 
most likely to get this disease 
from handling meat. Cooking 
the 
meat eliminates this 
danger.

The six inch 
rain of March 29 and 30 will 
delay planting on poorly drained 
and low area soils. 
Corn is an excellent crop tor 
many Scott County farmers. 
Average yield per acre has been 
about 75 bushels most years. 
Some farmers produce above 
150 buehls. Corn is an excellent 
crop to rotate with soybeans 
and-or wheat. Yields of these 
crops 
are always increased 
following corn. Every farmer 
needs to practice more rotation. 
Several farmers tell me they 
have had a difficult time ob­ 
taining top yielding varieties. I 
know it is best to plant the best 
yielding variety when available; 
however, this is one year it may 
U' necessary to plant a second 
or third choice.

Germination is also below 85 
percent on some varieties. If low 
germ seed is planted, be sure to

The Roadside Business Asso­ 
ciation of Missouri is seeking 
an am endm ent to the bill to 
com pensate businesses for their 
sales loss when the signs com e 
down. They claim billboard ad­ 
vertising is unique and cannot 
be replaced by advertising in 
another medium 
Highways crew s have already 
taken 
down 
1,000 
billboards 
since the legislature passed an 
act in 1972 to com ply with fed­ 
eral law 
Another 1,000 signs 
should be removed by late this 
sum m er. Ring said.

Billboard law 
faces close fight

Another 1,000 signs 
should be removed by late this 
summ er.
